He w as p resent last night 
for the purpose of tak ing up with the 
local directors any questions of p rob­ 
lem*? that confronted them, 
to

courage and advise them in their work 
and to be of w hatever assistance he 
could in mak ing the work 
of

branch here 
thoroughly 
satisfactory 
and efficient. 
The wonderful work of 
the 
Red 
Cross in 
am eliorating 
conditions 
among the families of soldiers 
and 
sailors was p ointed out. 
It is this 
side of the work that is receiving 
special attention in this country at the 
p resent time. 
“W e do not m ean to imply that we 
aid families of m en who are in active 
•service 
with 
financial 
assistance 
alone,” said Hush. 
“We do that if 
it is found that they are needy , 
but 
there is a far greater work than that 
to he done, 
i hese families have not 
only lost their m eans of support hut 
they have lost the head of, the family . 
Tney need legal advice. 
They need 
medical attention. 
They need some 
one with whom they can confer on the 
questions that come up which have 
usually been settled by the head of 
the family . 
It is the purpose of our 
comm ittee 
011 Civil Relief to supply 
all these needs.” 
Hush pointeu out. that it was not 
the purpose of the Red Cross to do 
charitable 
work . 
The 
m em bers 
of 
families of soldier*? and sailors were 
not to he made to feel that they were 
accep ting charity when they received 
assistance from the Red Cross, 
hut 
that the money had been provided for 
the purpose and tha t it was their p riv­ 
ilege to have a p art of. it when need­ 
ed. 
He pointed out that it was the 
p urpose of the Red Cross 
to 
work 
through 
local 
relief 
organization*?, 
such as the Associated Charities. 
He 
said that the money could be furnish­ 
ed directly to these organizations by 
the Red Cross and 
distributed 
to 
w orthy case*?. 
The Santa Ana chap ter has been es­ 
pecially active in its work of p rep ar­ 
ing surgical dressings, 
hush stated 
that tlte American Red Cross had for­ 
warded to 
v ranee 
7S2,7!)8 
surgical 
dressings during the month of July . 
Of the money raised in the great Red 
Cross drive for funds a million and a 
half dollars had been sent to France 
already for the relief of the families 
of dependents. 
Hush urged that the greatest care 
should he tak en in k eeping all work 
at the headquarters under lock and 
k ey . He stated tha t i?onie of the most 
despicable acts bad been committed 
in this regard. 
W ithin a week , he 
said, bullets and p owder 
had 
been 
found wrappeu in surgical dressings 
at Los Angeles. 
In some place*? dress­ 
ings have been infected with germ s of 
different sorts, and poison acids have 
been wrapped in tin- dressings. 
“The idea has 
become 
p revalent 
among many people that 
the 
Red 
Cra?s is a 
great 
graft. 
The 
Red 
Cross cannot be commercialized,” said 
Hush. 
“Of all the field secretaries in 
the United ¡states, there are but two 
who receive salaries directly from the 
Red 
Cross. 
Local 
chap ters cannot 
spend more than 5 pci' cent of their 
paid-in membership fees for local ex­ 
penses. 
In raising the great fund of 
one hundred million for relief work 
recently it cost only one and one-half 
p er cent to pay all the expenses. 
"Santa Alia should have a larger 
membership ,’’ H ush continued. 
“ Y<*u 
have about 750 mem bers. 
You should 
have over 2000. 
1 will offer my ser­ 
vices to launch another 
drive 
for 
memberiship as soon as the local of­ 
ficers are ready for it.” 
l>r. Wehrly , secretary of the local 
chap ter, stated that he 
believed
